Professor James Hyslo? of Co- 
lumbia University was one of the 
chief directors. Voyle was the local 
president. Leading' a party of 
members, bearing "psychical com- 
passes," Voyle reported the find- 
Ing of evidences of a buried city 
beneath the university campus.

This sounds 
like an interesting and even important suggestion, but 
we are afraid that it is not sound and workable- In- 
deed, if the report be authentic, it is only another con- 
firmation of the supposition that our friends in South 
America, while they are extremely well meaning-, are 
not very practical. It uould be quite out of the ques- 
tion at the present time to install a man as President of 
Mexico without the use of some kind of armed force, 
and he could not be kept there a sufficient time 
to pacify the country, unless this government gave 
him something more than its moral and diplomatic sup- 
port. Indeed, if there are any men in Mexico who have 
as much force of character and Intelligence, judgment 
and energy as General Diaz has possessed during the 
greater part of his life time they would not need much 
assistance from this government. If there were Mexi- 
cans of this type they would doubtless have been heard 
from before this and would have succeeded in restoring 
order in their country without help from the outside. 
Men without great force of character, intelligence and 
resourcefulness are not worth thinking or talking about 
in this connection.
